Changes in QCWA

Remember that song from years ago, “The Times, They are a Changing?” For QCWA, the 
times really are changing. Many changes took place at the Board of Directors meeting in 
Reno, Nevada, on September 24. The changes introduced then have now reached fruition, 
but more subtle changes are yet to come. 


At the board meeting, your directors made some “tough decisions.” We had no choice. We 
either made these tough decisions, or we went bankrupt. It was that simple. Your board made 
the decision to make QCWA a viable entity going forward, and to financially move QCWA into 
the black in 2013. 


The four largest expenses for QCWA (from largest to smallest) is the cost of the Journal, the 
General Manager’s contract fee, the fee we pay our expensive MA CPA and the editor’s fee. 
The other expenses are small in comparison. The board chose to eliminate the first three of 
these as much as possible. The changes in the Journal will be addressed elsewhere, but | 
will discuss the others. 


As you probably know, Jim LaPorta, N1CC, our present General Manager, chose not to renew 
his contract, which expires December 31, 2012. The board had a choice of starting a search 
committee, or taking other bold steps. The board chose the latter. We will be using all volun- 
teers to handle the functions that have been handled by the General Manager, thus saving 
the organization the second largest expense in the budget. We will be splitting the job into 
smaller pieces, in essence “decentralizing” the General Manager’s position. 


At this point, we will be dividing this position into six parts that are critical to the operation of 
QCWA. We are fortunate to have identified people to handle all of these positions. They will 
take over on December 1, so we can have a smooth transition. The positions and people in- 
volved are as follows: 


Executive Administrator — Ken Simpson, W8EK 
Executive Assistant — Sue Simpson, N8AJU 
Disbursement Administrator — Roberta Cohen, WA2FRW 
Certificate Custodian — Vic Culver, W4VIC 
Membership Supplies Coordinator — Myron Cherry, K4YA 
Membership Renewal Coordinator — automated/Exec Admin/Exec Asst 


The duties of these people will be outlined in January when the new monthly edition of the 
digital Journal will debut.

This also means we will be closing the Texas headquarters and moving it to Florida. By the 
time you read this, the change will have already taken place. Effective immediately, the ad- 
dress for QCOWA is:

The new QCWA phone number is 352-425-1097. We have established mail service at 
qcwa.org for email. These addresses are published on the QCWA Web site now. 


The third expense is our CPA. We have had a CPA in Massachusetts that simply was not 
meeting our needs, especially considering the amount we were paying them. The board chose 
to terminate the services of this CPA. As a result, we are looking for a volunteer CPA, probably 
from the ranks of QCWA members. Ideally, we are looking for a retired or semi-retired CPA 
that is/has been licensed. At this writing, this person has not been identified. If you would like 
to volunteer, or possibly know someone that would fit these criteria, please contact us. We 
are also looking for a volunteer lawyer. 


The fourth expense is that of our editor. This will be the only paid position QCWA will have. 
Since we are moving from a quarterly Journal to a monthly Journal, it is only fair that this fee 
should increase. All of the other newly established positions will serve without compensation 
and will be on a volunteer basis only. 


With these changes, QCWA should save enough to finally put us back into a balanced budget 
for 2013, or even a small surplus, which has not been realized over the past several years. If 
you have questions, please let me know, and we will do our best to answer.

Another Question Pool Reset 


Which type of HF wire antenna should be in the 
FCC Minimal Amateur Radio Emergency Go-Kit that 
you should carry in your car? 


A. Half-wave dipole 

B. Windom off center-fed 

C. Near Vertical Incident Skywave 
D. Inverted VEE 


The above question is one for which every person 
who currently holds — or who will hold in the foresee- 
able future - an FCC-issued amateur operator/primary 
station license grant should know and observe. Read 
the FCC’s answer at the end of this column. 

It is a FCC guideline that signals a strong shift of em- 
phasis in the federal government's regulation of our 
hobby. The FCC has reported to the congress that 
hams need training in homeland security. Read “BE In- 
formed PROVIDING EMERGENCY COMMUNICA- 
TIONS No. 7.0 EMERGENCY!” That and other 
developments call for yet another reset in our volunteer 
examiner system. Our directive is codified in Section 
97.503: 


A written examination must be such as to prove 
that the examinee possesses the operational and 
technical qualifications required to perform prop- 
erly the duties of an amateur service licensee. 


Those duties change as new ideas and technology 
evolve. Our examinations should keep up with these 
changes. Historically, a reset can be so sweeping as to 
mark a new era. For instance, our VE system did just 
that. It was designed in 1983 by Amateur Extra Class 
operators who themselves were graduates of incentive 
licensing. They were FCC-qualified 20 wpm telegra- 
phers who had passed examinations intended for that 
contentious era. Read “Be Informed BASICS No. 1.10 
What Was Incentive Licensing?” 

The incentive licensing architects were obviously 
overreacting to criticism back in the day from a retired

Chief Signal Officer of the U.S. Army, a bar association 
librarian of a large city, the president of a leading elec- 
tronics manufacturing company, a college engineering 
instructor, and a state civil defense communications di- 
rector. They deplored our low level of technical expert- 
ise. The hams they trashed, ironically, were the very 
same experts that were bringing us single-sideband, re- 
peaters, remote control, satellites, solid-state applica- 
tions, digital communication systems, etc. 

Still, another era began as successive generations of 
volunteer replacements stepped in and took charge of 
our VE system. They soon spearheaded a movement 
for dispensing with all telegraphy examinations and for 
creating “... some form of entry level HF license cate- 
gory parallel to the Novice-Technician level.” They peti- 
tioned our regulator to make “... the amateur service 
accessible to as many citizens as possible.” In the Re- 
port and Order WT Docket No. 05-235, however, the 
FCC disagreed: 


Current examinations for amateur radio licenses en- 
sure, at a minimum, that the applicant understands 
the Commission’s rules for the service and the fun- 
damenial principles of radio communication. 


That era’s VECs overreacted to the FCC’s rejection of 
their pleadings. They abruptly scrapped one of those 
FCC-endorsed question pools and replaced it with a 
version obviously calculated to re-characterize our 
Technician Class operator license as easy-to-get by “... 
as many citizens as possible.” Heretofore, Technician 
had been targeted for VHF/UHF experts. Technician 
Class operators who were licensed prior to February 14, 
1991, were upgraded to General Class without exami- 
nation. 

That reset redirected our amateur service toward the 
general citizenry worldwide, rather than just amateurs. 
Section 97.3(a)(4) reserves the term amateur for duly 
authorized persons interested in radio technique solely 
with a personal aim and without pecuniary interest. This 
definition is also codified in SEC. 3. [47 USC 153](2) of 
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the Communications Act as well as No. 1.56 of the in- 
ternational Radio Regulations and the United States 
Code of Federal Regulations Title 47 Section 2.1(c). 
Professional communicators, the worldwide citizenry 
and non-licensees obviously do not meet this intended 
standard. We are now in an era where our organizers 
seem to be concerned only with increasing the number 
of listings on the ULS, whether amateur or professional. 
Read “BE Informed PROVIDING EMERGENCY COM- 
MUNICATIONS No. 7.3 Can The Emergency Profes- 
sional Communicators Commandeer Our Channels?” 

Our VECs’ Citizen (aka Technician) Class operators 
now comprise nearly half of our amateur service com- 
munity. Their current era downplays the consequence 
that an individual Citizen Class operator is not neces- 
sarily capable of validating that his/her amateur station 
is compliant with the technical standards in Part 97, at 
least not to any degree comparable with the certifica- 
tion obligatory in the Part 80 maritime, Part 90 private 
land mobile, and Part 95 personal radio services. 
There, the apparatus is subject to FCC type certifica- 
tion. Our regulator must conclude that our preference 
for apparatus manufactured offshore negates any need 
for certification, or that our minority of technically qual- 
ified bona fide amateurs can still expose underperform- 
ing offerings. 

Other operational and technical qualifications re- 
quired to perform properly in this era and the duties of 
an amateur service licensee are changing. There is 
doubletalk about unlicensed under-licensed persons 
having rights and privileges to our amateur service 
radio spectrum; about a station operating (sic) beyond 
the license privileges of the participant using the sta- 
tion; and about amateur stations being operated by 
non-licensed persons. Read “BE Informed THIRD 
PARTY MESSAGE STATING PARTICIPANT No. 5.2 
Where’s the Rule?” 

Our VECs must adjust to the times. Their prudent 
course should be to stress fundamentals. If they can 
get this right, it might be the way to surviving whichever 
adventures our amateur service community organizers, 
entrepreneurs, exploiters, and spectrum sharks try to 
steer us. 

An amateur operator’s first duty should be to avoid 
causing harmful RF radiation to themselves, their fam- 
ilies and the general population. Read “BE Informed 
BASICS No. 1.1 Radio frequency Radiation Safety.” 
Simply signing the CMA certification on Forms 605 is 
not enough in matters of safety to humans. 

Their next most important duty is to avoid any disrup- 
tion caused by his/her amateur station to the reception 
of transmissions of stations in any radio service. 

Lastly, there is the duty to cooperate in the orderly 


functioning of our amateur service in satisfying not only 
its stated purposes but also the additional purposes for 
which it is now being used - such as incorporating our 
regulator’s strategy for public safety and homeland se- 
curity, observing protocols for sharing our amateur serv- 
ice spectrum with professional communicators, 
accommodating the general citizenry worldwide, and 
obliging unlicensed/under-licensed operators. Now is 
the time to reset our VECs’ question pools, concentrat- 
ing upon these three duties. 


Q. Arule change to reduce the three VE team to one 
or more VEs would go far toward alleviating much 
of the VE team unavailability problem. Why must 
there always be three VEs? 


A. Because Section 97.509 says three. It is apparently 
codified in the rules to help deter cheating. It can, how- 
ever, sometimes work the other way. When there is 
compelling evidence that the examinee was given be- 
forehand the answers to the exact question set admin- 
istered, the three-parallel paths trail of accountability 
makes it nearly impossible to prove who is to blame. 


Q. Couldn’t those few isolated examinees just sign 
some sort of certification? 


A. That is a very pragmatic suggestion. If signing a cer- 
tification is the right way to determine whether the per- 
son has actually read and truly understands something 
as vital as the RF safety rule, it must assuredly also be 
the right way to determine whether the person has read 
and understands all of the rules. A rule amendment, 
however, would be necessary. The certification could 
be either provisional or permanent: 


| certify that | have read the applicable rules of 47 
CFR Parts 0, 1, 2, 17, 97 and 214; that | understand 
all necessary good amateur and good engineering 
practices, and that | possess sufficient technical 
knowledge to make those rules and practices 
meaningful. 


Q. We want to expand our amateur service commu- 
nity by introducing youth and as many other citi- 
zens as possible to what ham radio has to offer. The 
on-the-job apprentice training we provide to unli- 
censed persons is just as good as - if not superior 
to - the training now obtained from passing the VE’s 
exams. Twenty hours operating a VHF/UHF station 
for a Tech; another twenty hours operating a MF/HF 
station for General should be plenty. Our amateur 
service community organizers must get those old-

fashioned restrictions changed ASAP. How can we 
skirt them in the meantime? 


A. One scheme exploits the third party communications 
provision of Section 97.115. FCC-licensed stations are 
authorized to transmit messages for a third party to any 
station within the jurisdiction of the United States and to 
any station within the jurisdiction of any foreign govern- 
ment whose administration has made arrangements 
with the United States to allow amateur stations to be 
used for transmitting international communications on 
behalf of third parties. Section 97.115(b), moreover, au- 
thorizes the third party to participate in stating the mes- 
sage where the SCO is present at the control point and 
is continuously monitoring and supervising the third 
party's participation, and the third party is not otherwise 
ineligible to participate in stating his or her third party 
message. Read BE Informed BASICS No. 1.13 Visiting 
Operators. 


Q. We should improve our VE procedures with mod- 
ern technology to make FCC ham licenses more 
available everywhere in the World. 


A. That is doable. Section 97.1(d) says the rules in Part 
97 are designed to expand the existing reservoir of 
trained operators, technicians, and electronic experts. 
Even so, there probably are yet some citizens who are 
being left behind because there is no complete three- 
VE team on-hand to administer examinations. 


Q. Section 97.509(c) requires our VE team to be 
present and observing our examinees throughout 
the examination. We have available audio/video 
(A/V) capabilities that could enable us to be present 
and observing almost as effectively from some- 
where other than the exam room. We have A/V cell- 
phones, A/V teleconferencing apparatus, Internet 
AIV apparatus, A/V surveillance apparatus, and A/V 
recording apparatus. What changes in the rules are 
needed to allow this A/V apparatus to be used when 
administering examinations? 


A. No changes are needed, provided your coordinating 
VEC supplies your VE team with appropriate instruc- 
tions. Read Section 97.519. 


Q. | heard that there was only one member of the 
three administering VE team present at an exam 
session in Antarctica. The other two were in Con- 
necticut. How could that be? 


A. One report states that an A/V teleconferencing sys- 


tem was utilized such that two of the team’s administer- 
ing VEs were able to observe and communicate via a 
teleconferencing A/V system. Presumably, that proce- 
dure enabled them to do their supervising and observ- 
ing throughout the examination. There was yet another 
report of a similar remotely-administered testing exam- 
ination session on Molokai, HI. 


Q. Section 97.509(c) has meant to our VE team that 
we must be present and observing our examinees 
within the same examination room. Why aren’t rules 
changes required for A/V proctoring? 


A. The Antarctica and Hawaii A/V sessions have 
demonstrated that the administering VEs can, with the 
aid of modern A/V apparatus, be sufficiently present — 
compliant with Section 97.509(c) - while being located 
somewhere other than where the examinee is posi- 
tioned. It is a how-to matter for your coordinating VEC 
to allow when agreeing to coordinate your session. 


Q. For sight-impaired examinees, our procedure is 
to read aloud the questions and listen to their spo- 
ken answers. Could our VE team and the examinee 
use an A/V interconnection in a similar procedure 
for those examinees who are unable to attend our 
regular exam sessions? Or, could we reinstitute a 
modern adaptation of the pre-VE system mail-back 
exams that utilizes A/V recordings for the VE team 
to observe while grading the mailed-back answer 
sheet? 


A. Using those how-tos would depend upon your coor- 
dinating VEC’s willingness to coordinate such examina- 
tion sessions. 


Q. Could some or all of our VE team do our admin- 
istering via cell-phone A/V, e-mail, and the Internet? 
The question set could be one of the practice sets 
available from numerous providers over the Inter- 
net. At the onset of the examination our VE team 
would tell the examinee to use whichever practice 
question set we specify. Of course, we would take 
precautions to prevent the use of off-screen cue- 
card-prompting knowledge substitutes. 


A. That how-to also would depend upon your coordinat- 
ing VEC’s willingness to coordinate such an examina- 
tion session. Section 97.507(c) enables a question set 
to be prepared by the administering VEs according to 
instructions from the coordinating VEC. Administering 
one of the practice questions sets would have to be ac- 
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complished in a manner that would not make you non- 
compliant with Section 97.509(f); it says that no exami- 
nation that has been compromised shall be 
administered to any examinee. The same question set 
may not be re-administered to the same examinee. 


Q. Exam room proctoring is the most boring job in 
the entire VE system. Their constant hovering about 
the exam room sometimes rattles the examinees. 
Proctors, moreover, have a propensity to chit-chat, 
raising the noise level to where it can rattle the ex- 
aminees. Couldn’t we provide our examinees with 
a quieter setting while undergoing testing by relo- 
cating our proctors out of exam room and using an 
A/V surveillance system? 


A. Certainly. That A/V how-to could also enable the 
graders and receptionists to do double duty as proctors. 


Q. Section 97.505 says, “The administering VEs 
must give credit as specified below to an examinee 
holding any of the following license grants or li- 
cense documents.” Our VEs are concerned about

the language printed at the top of the reference copy 
which states, “In cases where FCC rules require the 
presentation, posting or display of an FCC license, 
this document may not be used in place of an offi- 
cial FCC license.” In my opinion, for the purposes 
of Section 97.505, there is no such requirement. Can 
we accept a reference copy of a license as printed 
from the FCC ULS database? 


A. Section 97.7(a) says in pertinent part that the control 
operator must be a person for whom an amateur oper- 
ator/primary station license grant appears on the ULS. 
The only way to verify that the person’s grant appears 
on the ULS is to view it directly on the ULS. Paper doc- 
uments can be forged. 


ANSWER TO QUESTION: The FCC Minimal Amateur 
Radio Emergency Go-Kit that you carry in your car 
should include a Near Vertical Incident Skywave (NVIS) 
HF wire antenna. Read “BE Informed PROVIDING 
EMERGENCY COMMUNICATIONS No. 7.1 Volunteer 
Emergency Communications.”

Hello to everyone from the Texas Panhandle. The 
Fall season is about here. Amarillo has already ex- 
perienced a few days of cool weather. | woke one 
morning recently to find the temperature inside our 
home at 66 degrees, it was 46 outside, so | fired up 
the heater for the first time this season. Need to find 
a couple of my sweaters if this Fall weather sus- 
tains. | have started planting pansies in our flower 
beds. 

Fall and the first days of Winter brings some of the 
more enjoyable radio events such as some of the 
State QSO Parties that includes the Texas QSO 
Party, Route 66 On The Air, Sweepstakes and 
Straight Key Night. There are probably a few more 
plus some good old fashioned ragchewing. 

Chapter 141 just finished another successful year 
operating as W6l from the City of Amarillo in the 
“Route 66 On The Air’ event. We logged 1060 con- 
tacts, worked all 50 states, 7 provinces (AB, BC, 
MB, NB, NS, ON, PE), and the following DX coun- 
tries (excluding Alaska, Hawaii, and Canada): Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, Corsica, Finland, Germany, Italy, 
Mariana Islands, Mexico, Portugal, Puerto Rico, 
Sweden, St. Kitts and Switzerland. Three of the con- 
tacts were made by packet radio to AR, AZ, and CA 
via the digipeater aboard the International Space 
Station as it was traveling over 17,000 MPH. 

Our 4 operators this year were Jim Musgrove, 
K5BZH; John Ashurst, K5FS; Brad Miskimen, 
N5LUL; and Dan McCabe, WA8YYE. All have 
played in the RT66 Sandbox before. Brad is serving 
as our the QSL Manager, the Monday after the 
event, 16 hours after it was over, his mailman deliv- 
ered 18 QSL requests. After the delivery on the fol- 
lowing Saturday, Brad had 80 QSL requests. Past 
experience has shown that we can expect a 15 per- 
cent QSL demand; with our 1060 contacts we antic- 
ipate mailing around 160 QSLs. 

“Route 66 On The Air’ was launched in the year 
2000. The story of how it happened is pretty inter- 
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esting. In 1999, some members of the Northern Ari- 
zona DX Association at Flagstaff kicked around 
ways of doing something that provided the sensa- 
tion of going on a DXpedition without the travel or 
expense. 

Sometimes there are a few folks that can be rather 
creative when brainstorming. The idea of doing a 
Special Event station surfaced. Jerry Ellison, W7ST, 
one of the Arizona club members suggested a 
Route 66 theme for a special event that might pro- 
vide the excitement of a DXpedition. Route 66 was 
part of Flagstaff’s main drag. Bob Wertz, NF7E, sug- 
gested getting other radio clubs to join the activity. 
Two heads are usually better than one, and three or 
four can be even better. Jerry Conover, NE7I, sug- 
gested focusing on the cities mentioned in the 
Bobby Troup song, “Get Your Kicks on Route 66.” 

The 75th anniversary of Route 66 was to occur in 
2001. They decided to launch their idea in 2000 as 
a “dry run” before the 75th anniversary occurred. 
Twelve stations, which included Amarillo, partici- 
pated that year. Many of the Route 66 operators 
found themselves on the receiving end of pileups for 
the first times in their lives. The test run in the year 
2000 proved to be very successful. 


The first year (YR 2000) there were 12 stations: 
K6A — Chicago, IL — 30 postings on DX Summit 
K6B — St. Louis, MO — 17 postings on DX Summit 
K6C — Joplin, MO — 22 postings on DX Summit 
K6D — Oklahoma City, OK — 29 postings on DX 
Summit 

K6E — Amarillo, TX — 19 postings on DX Summit 
K6F — Gallup, NM — 13 postings on DX Summit 
K6G — Winona, AZ — 54 postings on DX Summit 
K6H — Flagstaff, AZ — 41 postings on DX Summit 
K6I — Kingman, AZ — 36 postings on DX Summit 
K6J — Barstow, CA — 32 postings on DX Summit 
K6K — San Bernardino, CA — 34 postings on DX 
Summit 

K6L — Los Angeles, CA — 30 postings on DX Sum- 
mit 


For more details about the beginnings of 
RT66OTA see “Get Your QSOs on Route 66” by 
Nicholas M. Elias, N3AIU, in the MAR 2001 issue of 
QST (pp 52-54). This is a well written article and you 
will find it an enjoyable read. Those that are ARRL 
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members can find this article on the ARRL Website 
under QST Achieves. 

John Ashurst, K5FS, participated as a member of 
the Amarillo team in 2000. He is the only remaining 
participating member of the original Amarillo team. 
Howard Palechek, KD5CEM, was the president of 
the Panhandle Amateur Radio Club; he was con- 
tacted by the NADXA for support from Amarillo 
hams. John told me that he stumbled across the 
event while tuning the bands a few days after it 
started. He heard Howard calling and listened to the 
pileup that followed. John joined the effort and par- 
ticipated the last three days. John Sikies, KD5AZO, 
who now lives in the College Station area, was the 
other participating Amarillo RT66OTA member. 

In the year 2002 overall management for 
RT66O0TA was moved to California and has contin- 
ued to enjoy success each year since. Amarillo did 
not participate in the year 2001 or 2002, but was 
back in 2003 and has been active every year since. 

There is a lot of history buried in places that many 
wouldn't think about. One such place is DX Summit. 
John Ashurst, K5FS, focused my attention on it. 

Now don't get the idea that all of those postings 
were by somebody that had just made a QSO with 
a specific Route 66 SE Station. Looking through the 
YR 2000 DX Summit Postings revealed a few frus- 
trated operators seeking specific RT66OTA stations. 

Examples included: “please spot K6E and K6I.” 
That one surfaced on several RT66OTA calls; “what 
about b and e; anyA, B, E or| today”; “where is L L 
L L?” Other comments included things like “please 
find a clear spot.” It was noted that a few had the 
stations call them up in frequency like DXpedition 
stations typically do. 

Looking at K6E in a little more depth | noted com- 
ments like: “john in Amarillo tx”; “john by the #,” “I! 
VIA KD5CEM.” The by the numbers was no doubt 
referencing that K6E was asking for calls from spe- 
cific call districts to help thin the pileups which are 
often pretty deep. In looking thru the other RT66 sta- 
tions it was noted that often the operator was iden- 
tified by name. 

The cities participating and their assigned calls 
have pretty well stabilized over the last few years. 

Were DX Summit Postings similar for 2012? The 
number of postings has increased. The negative 
comments have too. It doesn’t take long to realize 
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that most of the negative comments are made by a 
small number of people who have learned to yell 
digitally. 

Asample of various RT66O0TA 2012 negative post- 
ings included: “Hoping you get on SSB,” “R U plan- 
ning on cwing all day?,” and “where’s W6B, W6F, 
Wé6l, W6L, W6N?” 

In this year’s event, the pileups were serious 
enough that | tried taking calls by call districts, QRP, 
specific states, such. Many ignored the request and 
continued to call. 

Is it worth it to participate as an operator in a Route 
66 On The Air Special Event Station? The answer 
to that one is a definite yes. The vast majority are 
courteous, many are trying for a clean sweep, when 
someone returns with you were my 19th, even 
though they did the work to make that achievement, 
it makes the RT66OTA op feel pretty good to provide 
that Q. It tends to be a small percentage that really 
make one want to pull their hair out. 

Amarillo RT66O0TA was placed as the responsibil- 
ity of QOWA Chapter 141 in 2007 and was managed 
by Gene Bitner, WA5ETK. It fell to Brad Miskimen, 
N5SLUL, in 2009 and has been managed by him 
since. Route 66 On The Air has grown from about 
14K QSOs in 2000 to over 25K QSOs. It has almost 
become a religion to some hams. 

If you have never tried chasing the RT66 stations 
during the annual event, consider putting it on your 
list to try in 2013, the month is always September. 
Modes include SSB, CW, RTTY, and PSK-31. This 
one is a bit different than most special events. 
RT660TA can be pretty exciting. DX Summit is a 
handy way to check to see when stations are active 
and what frequency and mode are being used. 

As | draw this to a close, let me state that those 
visiting the Amarillo area and are here on the 4th 
Thursday of the month, stop by Braums on Grand, 
south of Interstate 40 on the east side of town, 
Braums is across the street from Wal-Mart. We start 
gathering and enjoy some food or ice cream treats 
around 6:30 p.m. and start our meetings at 7 p.m. 
We would be most happy to have you join us.

thesis in fracture mechanics. Basically, we broke composite specimens bonded together 
with a particular adhesive (this adhesive would be used to bond the joint that would be used 
on the next NASA deep space exploration vehicle — the Space Launch System) in different 
mechanical tests using a tensile testing machine. As the tests were conducted, we would 
have cameras trained on the speckle pattern we spray painted onto the side of the specimen. 
Those cameras would take pictures every fraction of a second. Then we would use special 
digital correlation software to match the change in the position of the dots in the pattern to 
deformations and strains in the sample. 


It was interesting work and it taught me a lot about the aerospace industry, the working 
world, and NASA itself. | had always wanted to work at NASA ever since | was a kid. | hope 
to do something similar next summer, and although these are a bit of a reach, | would like 
to do the NASA Ames Space Exploration Academy or perhaps an internship at SpaceX. 


Anyway, | included that little tidbit of my life just to show how | am finally getting out there 
and am achieving some of my dreams, and your support helped me along the way. Thank 
you for supporting me this year and those years before. 


| am looking forward to returning to Davis this year as a junior. | finally take classes in my 
major, Aerospace Engineering, and am hoping to play a bigger role in one of the engineering 
project teams on campus. 


| am also excited for the former astronaut (who is also a Davis grad), Stephen Robinson, 
who is coming back to UC Davis to teach as a professor and help bring more of the space 
side of things to the aerospace major at UCD. | am also looking forward for the chance to 
start again and apply some of the lessons | learned from last year. 


| still enjoy rag-chewing when | get the chance and volunteer as communications at events 
when | can. | never imagined when | first took that technician test what Amateur Radio would 
come to mean in my ife. It has become a fun hobby, a way to serve others, and a means to 
supporting my college aspirations. Thank you for running these scholarships and for helping 
hams reach for the stars.
